And itis commonly fas, 
chat nature herielte hath given to each us but one tongue and two eares, becaufe we ought to 
heare more than we fpeske, Now as Silence and Taciurnitie is everic where and at alltines 
alingularand fire ornament of a yoang many fo ARE » itwhen hee hearesh anothee 
man to {peake he interrupt and trouble hin not, nor baie and barke(as it were) ag every wordes 

30 but although hede nog very well like of his fpeech, yet hath patience and toibearesh, giving 
hia feave to take atv end sand when he hath finithed his frees li, fetter nus upon tii prefect 
ly nor becuoneth out of hand co contuce hin, but fuilecedh him to paule awhile, and as ote/e bi:

Laver ofthe tucth, and isnot iaentoralilpicas quareller, atath weangler, orabitcerlrawler, 
Ani therefore, fomeshere be who notunapsly fay, ‘I hatwe ought nolefle, but rather more to.

tnencesardetects, which oftentimes betall unto them that fpeake in publike place; are fooner 
clpicd by us that are hearers, thas obferved by themfelves who ate thefpeakers, And therefore 
we are to transterre the inquilition aad correction of any fuch faule, trons shen to our felves,by 
examining whether we allo may noc faule lkewile before we be aware ? For there is nothing in 
theworldmorgeatic, than fora man co blame andreprehend hisneighbour : butfucha repre 50

his(pecclite thes aparece tellthiem ttecly and bully whathe shiketh, adioniMnung and pute 
ting thea mindcattuch things asducancerne dents ther they are ina chufe, then they fay 
hicipeakes betides the textandinorethennecds, Porolshisopmionarethicle men, Thatwee

frowning , but principally their words directed privately cucvcry one a part, be all figniticant, 
und cary foie fruit commodions tu thofe that with paticnce will ive thei leave ww fpeake, and 
asc willing and ufed co hearken unto them, 

Asconcerning the praifes which we arc co attribute unto them for their cloquence and well 
fpeaking, shere would uy this dutic fone wile caution & meane be ufed: for thae in this eafe,neie 
thict uvermtch nor sou hile is commendable & honeft, And verily shat (cholar, who fecmecl 
not to be moved or couched withany thing thashe hearcth, isalicavie and unfuppustable andi 
tour, full ot afecret preftumpruous opinion of hintelfe, conceited inwardly of his owne fuflicis 
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encie,of an inbred {elte-lave and apincffe to fpeake much of his owne doings flicwing evident go 


dy tliat he thinkeds he can fpeake better than chatwhich hath beene delivercds Inregard wheres 
Of, he never Mus brow any way decently, he usererl nota word to teltific that he heareth wil- 
ingly and wath contentment: but by a certuine forced filence, affected pravitic, and counter: 
feit countenance, would purcliafe and wine unto himfelfe the reputation of afaicd man, ofa 
profound and deepe clerhe:and is as farie uf iis praifes,as of his putte and moncy it it, imagi« 
sung that they bidhim Joffe who would have hin part with any one jorthereol, av if herobbed 
hinuelic of fomuch as he impastedto another, dior many therebe who arifcomiter & interpret 
in 
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in ill fenle one fentence of Pythagoras, when he faith, Trae he had sorten this tinit by the fludse 
ot Plulofophie, namely, to have nothing in admiration, And theie men are of this opinion 
tlichecaute they arenot to admire, praie, and honor orlicrs, sherctore they mutt defpifean 
dupraile them , and by the difdaine and concempe of others they thinke thembelves totceme 
cave and venerable, Fur reafon Philofophicall, although it rejecteeh that woonder and adini- 
sation which proceedesh of doubs of ignorance, tor that the hnoweth she caule of everie thing, 
and isableto difcourfe thercots yer tur all hag itcondeacth 08 courtefie, magnaninitie 
and humanities Forcertes unto fuchastruely and certainly ace good, aright preas honor itis 
gv honour thofe shat are worthie of honor: alfo fora mato adore another is an cxcelleng 
sq ornainent proceeding from a fuperabundance (as it were) of glori¢ and honor which is in hime 
felfe, vide of all cnvicand malice, Whereas shofe thatbe nigvards in praiting of another, 
{conne tobe poote & bare theintelves shat way, & bewray how hungric they be after sheie owne 
praites, Nowon she contraric fide, he who withour all judpement &difcresion at everic word 
and fyllable(in a maner)is readic tu rife up & give acclamation ofiendeth afaiuch another way, 
beiny aman oflevicic and incoaftancie, oftentimes difpleatcth even then that be the fpeakers, 
but alwaics is affenfive and troublcfome to osher aflittants abou hin: caufing them tu rife lip 
cltoons & litt up chemfelves again ft cheis wils drawing then: pertorce todo as they fee hindo, 
and even for verie(hame and modeftic, to fee upfome cries and acclammations with him fur 
companic, Nowatterthathe hath reaped no fruit nor edification by the oration that he hath 
20 heard, forshat he had fo troubled and difquicted the anditovieby his unteafonable prattes, he 
returned irom thence with one of thele three addisionsto his tiles satcly either a Moher, a 
Platccrerora Blokhead who uideritood not what wastaid, A yidee Danuitaceds fay when he 
fitceth upoa the feat ot Luitice to heare and determine caufesourheso give care unity both pare 
tics wit hated ortavaur, voide ob allalcetion, andsefpective ancly to cightandequitie, 
Burdothe andicores where leaned men are mettorether, thercis neither Law nur oash lindes 
seehrits, laut chat we may heare hii with favour and benevalense, who dosh fpeake and difcourts 
tncvus, Andeven ourancients in old time were woontto place and fet CAferewrie in theie 
teinplesneercunto the Graces, giving usthereby ta know that above all hings, a fpoech pub 
hhely delivered, requitcei a prtcious and friendly andicnee s for they never thoughethas the 
30 ipeaker wothd le dust an oure attr fu sacre (rare and wifutticients but if he were nog able either 
to fay fomeshatot his owne in ention praile worthy, or to repure (roi ancients tha which 
isimcinusable, orto dciverthe fubject meee of hisipeech toperher with his dift and intone 
tion, fo asit delerved appliutes yer atleattwife, hiscloquution and difpofision of evesi¢ past 
Might be commendable: for according to she old proverb, 
Wh Calchrip-ehitlesrowah ind keen, ; 
nithp icky Reit barrow, 
ClofeNeius faire und white sve feen 
with foft walfl reste eron’ . 
For if fone to thew their withave caken pan themethe proife of vomiting others of fever,and 
Ofomenvis of apoturcaidion, and yethave nos failed of favor and approbation t how ean i 
otherwile be,but thas the oration compafted by a grave perfonave, who in foe fore is reputed, , 
or atlealtwife called a Philofopher, fhould minitter unto benevolent, pracious and courteous 
Auditours foie refpit and opporsuniese of time for to praife and commend the fame? Al thofe 
that are inthe dowre and prime of their age, faith Péaro,oneway or other, du atfedt and move 
hiny thatis cnamoured on theny: infumuch as ifthey be white of colour, he callesh chem the 
cluldren ofthe pods: itblacke of hew, he cermes theny mauly and magnanimous 1 be one 
hawke-nofed, fuch he namerh Kuiall and of akingly races is hecantoile or Matnofed , himhe 
will have to be gentle ploafantand pracions: and to conchiute , lookesh one pale & yellow, then 
to cover and inollific in foie fort shae ill colour,he wleeh tu call him Hlony-tace: and every ane 
go at thefe detects, he lovetl and cnbiaceth as feverall beautiess bor inluveisno lacke, and of 
this nature itistoclaipe and cleave to every thing that itean reach or mect withall, in maner of 
Ivysnnich nioreshen wil hethacis a ftudious fcholar & a diligent hearer, find alwaics one thins 
Or other, for which he may fceme worthily to praife any one that mounteeh up inco the chaire 
fortodeclaime or difcourle.

- but alfo the pricke inflicted upon a cowardly yoong man by Philofophie, is healed by che 
fame words that didche hure, And therefore when hee findech himielte checked and blamed, y9 
fecle he nuit and luther tonne finare, abide (1 fay) he onghe to be bitten, but not tobe cruthed 
and confoinnded therewith, not tobe difvouraged and dilmaide torever. Thushe is so thinke 
of himtelfe being now inducted in Mulofopiie, as it he were a novice newly inftisuted and pro. 
iclled in forne relnsous orders and (acted mylteries namely, thas after he hath pationtly edit 
sed awhile the fill expiacoric purifications and troubles, he may hope atthe end thercot'to fee 
and finde fume fivezte and goodly truit of confolation, alter this prefent difquiesne fle andago- 
nic. Say alfoythache were wrongtully and without caule thus fnubbed and rebuked by the Phi- 
lofopher, yet he Malldo wellto have patience and fie ont theend. And after the fpecch fini 
fhed, he inay a.'dreff an Apologie unto hin and jultifichinfelte , praying him to teferve this 
Jibertie of fpeech and vchemency of reproofe which he now ufed, orto repreflz and redieffe 
fone other taule, which he dial mdeed have commutred.

As tus Caiifon the Chian, he was of opinion hkewife , thas in fubltunce here was 
ho more bus onc vertuc, the which he termed by the name of Health: mary, in fomedivers re- 
fpects, there were many vertucs,and thofe different one fromanothers as namely for example, 
ifa man thould call our cic-fisht,when itbeholdeth white things Leweorhea : when it {eth black 
MAelanthies and {ohkewile in usher maters, For vertue, (quoth he) which concermeth and 
confidereth 
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conlideresh whit we ought cither todo of notto do, bearcth the name of Prudence: when is 
rulcth and videresh own ult ot concupifcence, limiting outa certaine meatire an lawful pru- 
porion oftime unto pleatures itis called Temperance : if is intermedle wish the commene, 
contacts and negotiation bewwecne man and man, then is is named Luftice: ke as (tumake it 
miore plainc) a knife as the fame (hill, althongh it cutnow one thing,and then anothers andthe 
fire nutwithitanding it watkech uven fundev matters, yee itremaiicels alwaies of one and the 
fame nature. Itfecineth allo, that Zao the Citiean, inclined in fone fore te this opinion, whe 
in defi n@ Prudence, farth,chae when ie doth diftribuse co every man his owne , ituuele tu be 
called Juitice when itis occupied in objcds either tobe chofenoravaided , then itis Sempe- 
po FAKES and inbearing of fitting, we thould be named Fortitude, Now, cicy dat deteud and 
mamtemne this opinion of Zev, alirme, that by Prudence he underitandeth Science of 
Knowledge, But Cli a/rppea.who was of shis minde thatech vertue had a peculiar qualitie, and 
according to touche te be detined and fet downe, will noc how (cre he was aware) he brouphe 
into Plilolophie, and as Péss faith raifed alwarnic of'versucs ucver huowne beloreand where. 
with thc fehooles bad nat beene acquainted, Fur hike asot Valiant he devived Valour, of Lut 
Juitive, ot Clemens Clemencre: fo alfy of Gracious, he comes in with Gratiofitie, of Goud, 
Goodnes, of Great,Greatns fle, of Honett, Honettic,and all osherfuch bke Desxteuties , alka:

Becaule he hnoweth afliredly 
shagat hath (for all contultations are concerning thongs chat varie and alter fometioe aficr one 
host, ad oxherwhules ater anotiier, and never medicth with ehole thas be tisane, Mable, aid tat 
situable Deven fo, the undetMuading and contemplative taculve of the minds, exercifingher

suve will fay, This was alpoech foaewh at with the Mharpett, and toomuch biting, Moreover, 
avother fe ume ahd oocafion there is of admonition, when thofe whom we minde ¢o reproove, 
having becne reproached and taunted already by others terfome taultswhich they comunitted, 
are become fubimifie and call downe ¢o our hands, Which opportunirie a wile and shiltull

bufinelTe alone, and paife not which ende go forward, caring nostohinder themfelves, whils 
they be intentive to she affairesof othermen, Seldoine go they seo she countrie, for chat they 
cannos endure the quicties and {till flence of the wilde and folie ficlds, Butit haply after 
long tine they makea caft thither, shcy caft an ec co theit neighbours vines, rather thanto 
their ownes theyenquite how many beeves or oxen of his dicd? or what quantity of wine fowred 
under his band > and no fooner arechey full of chefe newes, butinte theese they seudye and 
make hafleapaine, Asforthe goud farmer and painefull husvandiusan indeed, he is tog veric +: 
willing co give eare unto thofe newes, which withouthis heaskuing afeercome from the cine 
vi the awne accord,and are broughe unto his, for his faying is? 
Aly dither will snon both tell sndtalke

any Comedie, fave oncly adulterers and thefe bufie pertons, Vor furely adultctiemay be come 
paced wellto ahinde of cunofine, fearching inte the pleatures of another: fecking (Hay) and 
cuipuiring into thofe matters which are kept feerct, and concealed from the view af the whole 
world, And as for curiofitic,icleemeth tobe arclolution or loofenes ike a pullic or corruption, 
adctection of fccrets and laying chem naked: Korie isan ordinaric ching with thofe who bein: 
quifitive and defirous of many newes, fortabe blubs allo of their tongues, and to be prathny 
abroad; which isthe reaton that Pythagoras injoyned young men five yceses filence, whichhie 
called Echemys bit, Ab{tinence trom all fpeech or holding of their tongue, 

Morcover,itcan nototherwile be chofen, but that foule arid curted Linguage allo thould ac 
company curiofity 5 for looke what thing fuever biliebadics heare willinely , the fame they 
love co tell and blur out as quickly s and fuch things as with defice and carc they gather from 
onc, they uster co another with joy: Whereupon itcommeth to pafle, that over and above o- 
ther inconveniences which this vice nuniftrett unco chem that are piven to it, an impediment

painefull and nofitable : fur tay thatthe people ina finiden fie of furious choler commit fume 
outrage and abufe upon aimanol worth, afterwards, when they repent at leafire (berm cuole) 
shat which they did hattily i theisheat of blood they dhnke there is ng readier nur julter means 
co cxcufe thenfelves tu hun than tu detace, yea, and undoe the (aid partic who firtt moved and 
miduced themtythole proceedings, And verily,to fetupon a wicked pesfonwhe cither by his 
audacious and nconfiderate rafLnetle, ar by his fine & cautelous devices hath gotten the head 
overa wha citicy oF brougheaftate ca his devotion, uch as were in olde eime Céeow aid Clire.

ded themfelves and tooke good root again the time that they imdertooke the government of 
State, Thus cddenes sated sAriflidesyChabrias advanced Phecion, by sylls, Lasalle roles Ca- 
toby Fub, Adin s Epaninond.cs came up by Pammenesyand Age /ilaus by Lrfimder s bin this 
man named laft, upon accreeine inordinate ambition and importune jealoulic did wrong unto 
his owne reputation, by cafting and rejecting behind hima worthy petfonage, who guided and 
ge directed hin ii all his ations : bug all she reit wifely and honeitly reverenced , acknowledged, 
yceaand aided with all their power,even to the very end, the authors of their rifling and advance: 
ments mich like uno thole lodics which are appoled full againtt the Sunne, in returning and 
lending backe the highs thar thineth upon them , dos augment and illuftrate the fame fo much 
shemore, Thus when evil tongued perfons,who envied and waligned the glory of Seaz0, gave 
outthathe was but she plaice and aQour onely of thofe woorthy feats of arines which hie excite 
ted s fur the authour thereof was Ladue his familiar ftiend : yet Lelin fot allahiefefpecches was 
Never Mooved nor altered in his purpofe , bus continued full she fame man to prouorte and ies 
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was hut ot bale and lowdeprce, yet being upon cearmes to be chofen Confull , when he under. 
flood that Pompei fauoured others , gave over his fie, and leefall she poffibilitie thas he had, 
Saying withal: That it would nos be fo honourable unto him for eo be promoted unto that dignj. 
tic at Confalate , as gricvous and tronblelume, to obrcine the fame ag aint the good will, and 
without the favour and affiflance of Powpermss and fo in deferring and pune off the master by 
one ycere longer, he had not the repulte when the time came, and therewith he kepe his friend 
Hill, and enjoicd his favour. And by this meanesi¢ commeth to ‘rn sshat thufe who ate thus 
led by the hand of others,and trained to the way of preferment and plorie, in gratifying one, do 
grace many withall; and befides, if any inconveniencechancetocnfue, the leffe adious they to 


‘be and hatetull for it which was the reafon shat Php king of ALsedonie earneftly exhorted and 


adinoniiled his fonne OMdexarder that he fhould provide hiniclle ofmany friends and (ervie 
sourswhileshe might, andbad leafine, even during thercigne of another, namely, by conver. 
fing and conferring cracioully with every one, and by cheerelull behaviour and aftabiliticto 
all,torto winne their love and favours but when he was once invefted in the kingdome,to chufe 
for his guide andconductow in the managing of Seare-atlaires, but finply hun who is of mon

menboth, andthe adverfaries of Afi s foone after chafed Afurins and turned hitn out of all 
in acivill war, which was well nzere the ruine and overthrow at the Romaine cmpire, s'ylisdcale 
not fo with Pow perus for he evermore advaunced & graced him from his very youth, lic would 


~ arife outof his chatre, and vaile bones vnto him when hee came in place: feimnblably hee caried 4° 


hunnfelle toward other yong geniemen and gallants of Rowe, imparting une fome the meanes 
of duing the exploits of captaincy andcommanders: yea quickiing and putting others fore 
ward who were unwilling of theifelvess and in fo doing he hiled all his armies with zeale, enue 
lation, and detire of honor, friving who thould doe better, and by this meanes became hin 
clic fupecior evermore, and tuled all; at lengthdefirous to be notthe oncly man, butche firt 
and the greateft among many thae were likewile preat.

crew of women, Thisdame Tede/ils (as the faine gocth) was deicended of a noble and famous 
houfe howbeit in body fhe was very weuke and fickly 5 by occafion wherof , the fent ont to the 
oracle for to know howthe mightrecover her health: antwcr was made, that ile thoulde terve, 
honour and worthip the Mutes : the ycelding obedience tu this revelation of the god, and Yt 
ving herfelte to fearne poetic, and hhewife vocall muficke, and shill in fong, indore time was : 
delivered from her maladic, and became moft renowned and highly efcemed among woinen 
for hit poetical veine , ant mufeall knowledye in thishind: in procefle of tine itfortuned thar 
Cleomenes Unc hing of the Spartans liaving 1:04 batecilflaineavreutniutuber indeed or Arvives, 
bin noe as fone fabulous writers have precilely fet downs (leven thoufand feven hundred feven. 
tie and feven ) advaunced directly tothe citic of Argos, hoping to finde and furprize the fane 
void of inhabitants : butthe women, astnany as were of age fuiliicne (as it were by fume 
heavenly and divine inttinct) puton arefolute minde , and an extraordinary courage , to dog 
thei bett for sa beate backe their cnemics that they dhould nut cuter she cisie ; and an very eral) 
under the leading of Tele//lythey put on ames, tooke weapon mihand , andaounting up the 39 
wals ftood round about tlic battlements thereot, and cnvironed then onevery fide, defending 
che citie right manfully to the great wonder Sz adarisation of the cnemics: thus they gaveclea.

Trae(having caufed the Pe. fans sa rebel againtt hing 4fyages & the Melesyhapned tobe 
dilconshted & vanquithed torether,with the Perfians snow when the Portia fled amaine 
toward the city,and theircnemies tollowed hard at sheir hecles ready to enter pel-incll wali tics 
she wanniers ttlucd ont ot the ates met them even before the citic, and plucking wpeheir clothes 
before, from beneath,tu shen walle tied unto chen: Whither away, and whither doe you tlie, 
she moit beattly cowards that ever were? for run as faltas you wil there isno reentrance here fur 50 
youinto thar place, out of which youcame firlt into the world: the Perfians being alliamed as 
well to feefuchafighe, asto heare thofe words , blamedand rebuked shemfclves whereupon 
they turned againe, and nnade head attheirenemies, fought frethly , and put then co fight! 
fromwhich time forward, there was a laweftablithed : ‘That whenfoever the ane returneth 
fronifome farre voiare,and entreth into thecitic, everie woman fhould receive of him apiece 
of gold, anid that by the ordinance of king Cyrau,who firtt enacted it. But itis reported, that king 
Ochms one of lis tucceffors (hu being bad cnowsh otherwile) was the molt coveruus ag 
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that ever rasgned over them , curncd alwaies our of the way, patted befides the citie , and never 
would come into it after fuch a journey 5 whereby the women alwaices were dilappointed of thue 
rcatmtie and gift which they ought to have had: butking Ud/exander contrariwite entred the

ranncd, ready tofight,their wives put thennfelves in the very mids betweene the armed troupes, 
rooke the mater of ditterence and controverfie into their hands , broughs them to accord and 
unitie, and judgedthe quarrell with fuch indifferent equitic , and fata the concennnent of 
both parts,thatthere enfiicd a woondertull amitie , and rcciprocall good will, notonely from

risishead , they fad: Bring your wives with you and{parciiot , they frall he welcomes thus 
which he had advertiicd his countcymen the Melians, wha had patled berweenc hiny and the 
Carians, he gave order that shey fhould themfclves come wnarined in their plaine apparel wx 
every onc ot cher wives Shouhlty ing with they a sheing or diguer under theirclotes , andfo 
ccly cl chem fitclofe ante her husband mow ii themids at fupper,when che fipnall was piven te 
the Cartans torso po din hand with she execution of their deflergne , they Grccks kuew thereby 
incontinently that she time was nawcome to execute this teat 5 and chen she women all at aice 
opened their botams, and their husbands caught the skeines atoretaid, ran upon the barbarous 
Canians, and maflacted all in the place, infomuch as not oncof then efcaped with life : and 
thus being matters of the countrey , they rafed thecity , andbuileanother , which they called 
New Cryafas Cophene then was maried to Nymphews,andwoon much honour and tavor,which 
fhe right well had deferved for the preat good icrvice thatthedid : busin my conecit, the prin:

for that ithath leaves alwaics upon it,and the fame (as Emspedoeles faith) fine and fulk,this peo 
ceedeth nut of heat, no more than the fall and Medding of leavesevery yeere, is occafioned by ,4 
colde, And this appeareth by the inyttle tree and the herbe U¢disntum, that istofay, Maiden 
haire, which being nos hos plants, but colde, are alwaies leaved and greene withall : and there. 
fure forme are of opinion, that the hulding ofthe leaves, is to be afcribcd to an equality of tei 
perature : but Empedocies (over and belides) atts iburesh it toa certeine proportion of the pores, 
thorow which the fapand nousi(hinent dosh paffe and pierce equally inco the Ieaves s in fuch 
fort, asi¢ runneth fulficienty for to mainteine them : which is not foin thofe wees which lofe 
their leaves , by reafon of the laxitie or pei of the faid purcs and holes above , and the 
Reaigheneffe of thenbeneath; whereby, as thefe doenot fend any nourifliment at all, fo the o- 
ther can hold and reteine none, but that hile which they received, chey let goe all at once : like 
aswe inay obferve in certcine canals or trenches , devited for to water gardens and orchards y if 40 
they be not a pala a and equalls for where they be well watred and have continual nou 
sitlment, and the fame in competent proportion, shere the trees hold sheir owne, and remaine 
firme, alwaics gicene, and never die, Bus the lvietsce, planted in Uady/on, would never grow, 
and refuled there to live, Cortes, it was well done of her, and fhe fhewed great gencrofitie, thas 
being (as (he was) a devoted vaflaile to the god of Bestia, and living (as it were) athis table, fhe 
would not guc outof hers owne countrey, tudwell amon thofe Barbarians thee followed ios

' Hen Vplshad delivered his mindetothatetfects Apollonides an expert prof. Tour and 
wellfcenc an raunging a batecl in airay , fccmedby his words to approove well of thug 
which had beng ulledyed as couching oldanen ; but heshouglt,thasin the difc otitte of women 
the onely courfe was lete out and ovcitlipt,to wit,the coldnei{e of their conttitution,by meanes 
whercot, the hoteil wine is quenched, and torgoeth that fictie thine which Aieth uptoche 
head and trouble thebraincss and this wasicceived as avery probable and furticiens resfon, 
by allthe company there in place. But Catrhn yslitesa the phyfitan, a Vhatian borne, interjected 
fone fhaic of Lather fearching into this caufe.
